It was more, 
for it was a confession of faith, and when he 
sald that he believed from his ‘heart that the 
‘cause which binds his people together and their 
gallant and faithful Allies is the cause of 
Christian civilization, he was saying no more: 
than what {s firmly believed by millions of his. 
subjects. To the Navy, the Air Force and the: 
Army he sent special’ messages, as also to 
thore others working In their several vocations 
with the same purpose in view. They are, as. 
he said, members of a great family of nations, 
prepared to sacrifice everything that the 
freedom of spirit may be saved to the world. 
JAs His Majesty sald, the New Year is at han 
Jand no one could tell what it would bring. If 
lt brings peace how thankful all would be. If 
It brings continued struggle all would remain 
Undaunted. “It is indeed gratifying that His 
Majesty has reversed his original decision, for 
there is something particularly touching in the 
head of this great family of nations projecting. 
his voice Into millions of homes, breathing that 
deep confidence in the justice of their cause 
‘and the determination to do everything to sco 
that it shall prevail. Particularly is this the 
ease in connection with British residents in 
China, who, while they are not in the Empire, 
fare nevertheless of it. To them the King’ 
broadcast is a most welcome event, and it is to. 
be hoped that at any rate as long as the war 
Tasts, Christmas will not be allowed to pass 
without His Majesty talking to his people. 





























Order to German Ships 


If the report is true that all German ships 
at present lying in neutral ‘ports have been 
Jordered to set out for Germany, the Allied 
eels should shortly be having a busy and, it 
fs to be hoped, proftable time, even though 
‘he order has been given to the German crews 
to seuttle thelr ships on sighting Allied war 
vessels, It has been proved possible to capture 
such ships by prompiness of action, In con- 
ection with the Dusseldorf which hes passed 
through Panama Canal in charge of a prize 
crew. What is of greater Importance is that 
apparently in order to secure as many cargoes 
as possible Germany is prepared to risk the loss 
of @ large number of ships, which means that 
Whatever supplies may thus reach her ports 
will have been secured at a most prohibitive 
‘cost. In the decision may again be seen that 
same lack of confidence in ultimate victory 
‘which was demonstrated by the scutlling of the 
‘Admiral Graf Spee. Obviously it Herr Hitler

believe, it would pay to keep the ships in 
Ineutral’ ports until the end of the war, when 
they could immediately be put back into service 
fagain, instead of running the grave risks of 
many’ of them being destroyed for whatever 
leargoes the remainder might be able to get into 
Germany. ‘The order seems, therefore, to be 
ithe result of counsels of desperation, for 
rather than see them pass Into the hands of 
{the Allies at the end of the war in reparation 
for the losses which are at present being In- 
flicted upon them, the Reich would prefer to 
jsee ils mercantile’ marine sent to the bottom. 
Ht is quite understandable if there exists con- 
siderable doubt in Berlin as to the outcome of 
the war. If there is none, and the order has 
foeen given merely to secure extra supplies 
Jwhich may be brought in by such vessels as 

fe to eseape the Allied blockade, then 
may pay very dearly for them, 
though here again such an order must reflect 
strangely upon the German claims of having 
plenty of supplies with which to prosecute this

lcoming on a vastly greater scale than has 
hitherto been possible, the two placing large 
lorders for war material in Italy on Finland's 
foehalt. From Norway and Sweden assistance in 
the shape of volunteers, of whom some thou- 
Jsands have already been recruited in Sweden, as 
[well as material will be forthcoming, and it is 
confidently expected that pro-Finnish co-opera- 
tion amongst European ‘States will become one 
Jot the great events of the coming year. In 
Jdetending herself, Finland Is defending western 
eivitization and ‘religion. That point is made 
[quite clear in a lelter in today’s correspondence 
Jcolumn, and in this connection it may be 
Placed ‘on record that the local Finnish com- 
munity is very touched by the practical de- 
monstration of sympathy with them, and their 
country in the struggle which has been forced 
Jupon them, which has been given in response 
to the appeal on behalf of the Friends of Finland 
Fund. ‘The gallant and successful ght which 
the Finns have put up until now in the defence 
lof their homes cannot fail to appeal to the Im- 
fagination of all those by whom the things for 
which the Finns are Mghting are held so dear.

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Accord on Tientsin 
Silver Sought 


London, Dec. 30. 
‘The British Government announced 
fast night that its Ambassador to 
China, ‘Sir Archibald Clark Kerr, 
would leave Shanghal for Chungking 
tomorrow in an altempt to persuade 
‘the Chinese Government to agree to 
a settlement of the prolonged Anglo- 
Japanese dispute in Tientsin over 
Chinese silver held in the north 
China port, 

Settlement of the Tientsin silver 
‘question, British quarters here be- 
eve, would lead to the lifting of 
the Japanese blockade of the British 
‘and French Concessions in ‘Tientsin.

Money for Flood Relief 

According to information reaching 
‘American authorities here the pro- 
posed Anglo-Japanese agreement 
‘would allocate a small portion of thé 
silver, possibly £100,000 out of the 
‘£800,000 now in the vaults of the 
Bank of Communications in Tientsin, 
for flood relief in north China. ‘This 
fund, It was understood, would be 
administered by a joint Angi 
Japanese committee. 

The remainder of the silver re- 
serves, according to this plan, would 
‘be deposited in an American bank, 
possibly the National City Bank of 
New York, in Tientsin, The Tokyo 
Government Is understood to have 
agreed to this plan and Britain now 
is seeking China's consent.

‘The Colonial Secretary, Sir Alex- 
‘ander Small, said that the expulsion 
hhad been ordered after Sir Alexander 
hhad attended a China Relief Fund 
Committee meeting, when Mr. Hau 
personally encouraged the activities 
of unlawful societies—the Vanguard 
Corps and the Anti-Enemy Backing- 
up Society, which have committed 
‘many acts ‘of violence and terrorism 
in the name of Chinese patriotism, 

‘Sir Alexander said that the danger- 
ous ‘societies had been watched for 
some time and it had been found that 
the Anti-Enemy society was the organ 
for the ‘Malayan Communist Party, 
which in itself is a dangerous and 
subversive organization aiming 10 
overthrow the Government by open 
Fevolution. 

In ordering the expulsion, Sir Alex- 
ander also referred to leaflets issued 

‘the Anti-Enemy society containing 
Inflammatory passages and drawings. 

‘While the Government sympathized 
sincerely, these illegal organizations 
hhad become a danger to the good 
order in the colony—United Press.

Guerillas Blow Up Train 
‘At Hsuchow 


‘Shanghal, Dee. 29, 

After a train journey ‘from’ Tien- 
sin, the monotony of which was 
Sroken only once when the train was 
Sombed by the Chinese forees, a small 
yroup of foreigners arrived in Shang- 
fal on Wednesday evening. 

One of the passengers, who has 
spent but afew months’ in China, 
yesterday described the bombing, 
hich took place at 930 am. on 
Tuesday, an hour or so after the train 
hhad left’ Hsuchow, the large junetion 
in-northern Kiangsu. This passenger 
was seated in-the dining car with two 
other foreigners, eating breakfast, 

yn occurred and 
the ear was violently shaken and left 
partly off the rails.” The tables were 
‘hrown against each other, windows 
were shattered, and the ear came to 
vest at on angle which made it 
Aimeult for those in it to move. 

‘The dining-ear “boys,” who appar 
cently had been attacked before on the 
line, shouted to the passengers to lle

Four Cars Overturned 
“As we clombered down from the 
wrecked dining-car/"” the passenger

was resting on the rails. Behind us, 
four ears, including the baggage van, 
were lying overturned "beside th 
track. "There was terrible confusion 
everywhere, and Japanese soldiers 
‘and members of the train crew were 
searching for injured. 

‘Only one person ‘had been hurt, 
however, we ‘learned much to our 
surprise,’ It was a Japanese passenge: 
‘who had suffered head injuries, Even 
hhe had eseaped serious harm, and he 
‘was given treatment on the spot. 

"We were (old that the train’ had 
been blown up by a time bomb which 
hhad been placed under the rails. The 
pressure of the first part of the train 
going over the place where the ex-

0 off as the second halt of the train

THE POPE’S SPEECH 
Dec. 27. 


Of all the Christmas utterances which have 
been made this year in such difficult 

cumstances, that of His Holiness the Pope 1s 
probubly the most striking. Coming as they 
do from the head of the largest church in 
Christendom the forthright " condemnation 
of aggression by powerful countries against 
their weaker neighbours, the mvocation of 
Divine retribution upon’ these who attack 
civilians, the weleome of Mr. Miron Taylor 
‘a8 President Roosevelt's personal representa~ 
tive at the Vatican, and the outlining of flvo 
points upon which peace could be based 
form a formidable indictment of the forces 
of evil on the one side and sound advice as 
to the direction in which peace should be 
sought on the other. While Pope Pius XIf 
specifically referred to the Russian invasion 
of Finland which he denounced in no un- 
certain terms, the general effect of his con- 
demnation applies with equal force to Herr 
Hitler’s Government, which has not hesitated 
also to attack weaker nations, and when he 




















a series of acts, which are irrecorcilable 
with the dictates of international Iaw and 
‘with the principles of natural Taw os well 
as with the most elementary of human 
sentiments, vacls showing to” what point 
juridical sense has been driven by  totall- 
tarlan considerations,” he makes a state- 
ment just as applicable to Germany as it 
is to Russia. Atrocities and the use of un- 
lawful means of destruction, ‘he continues, 
against women, children, and the old, con 
‘tempt for human life and liberties, constitute 
acts erying out for Divine vengeance, It is 
a long’ time since a Ponti’ has expressed 
hhimselt with such directness, and it may be 
that as the full force of his words comes 
to be appreciated in quarters to which they 
were obviously addressed, they may. very 
well have a profound psychological effect, 
for the words of a. man who will 
thus stand-out boldly and” rebuke ‘sin 
cannot but be ultimately good. For that 
reason it is feared that his remarks will not 
easily obtain currency in Germany, though 
it may readily be. understood that the 
organization of the Church will ensure that 
the faithful shall hear what the Pope has 
said. 


‘There is nothing in the five basic points, 
upon which he urges that a just interna- 
tional peace can be based, which is in any 
way unacceptable to the Allies. It is for 
the right of nations, big and small, power~ 
ful and weak, to live in independence that 
they are at present fighting for, and they ai 
determined that never again shall one 
nation, through its will to live, impose the 
death sentence upon another. It is precisely 
for that that the Allies have entered in this 
war, and they are determined that future 
security of Europe shall be guaranteed by 
the elimination of the Hitlerian Government 
and all that it stands for. ‘Then, and only 
then, will it be possbile to put into effect 
that’ all-round disarmament for which the 
Pope pleads in his second point. In a state 
Of international security it would be possible 
to reduce armaments, but so long as there 
exists any European’ Government bent on 
enlarging itself at the expense of its neigh- 
ours the Allies cannot afford to turn thelr 
‘swords into ploughshares again. In his third 
point the Pope insists that the teaching of 
history and experience should serve as 
guides for the creation of new international 
Institutions. It is a sad fact that mankind 
does not appear to learn much from the 
past, but seeks to solve its difficulties in 
terms of its own limited experience. Had 
European statesmen fully realized the lessons 
of the past, this war would never have come 
about; Herr Hitler would have been in no 
position to wage it. In his fourth and fifth 
points His Holiness emphasizes the necessity 
for examining the needs and just demands 
of nations, in a spirit of good will, attempt- 
ing to satisfy them by every peaceful means, 
while he also pleaded that the leaders of 
nations and nations themselves should allow 
themselves to be permeated with a spirit 
of responsibility. If that last remark is 
directed anywhere it must surely be towards 
Berlin, for the Pope must indeed recognize 
that amongst those working for peace besides 
himself have been the leader” of the Allied 
Governments, and that it was the absence 
of a sense of responsibility on the part of 
Herr Hitler and his advisers which caused 
this present tragic struggle. 


IL is not likely that the Pope's suggested 
peace points wiN find much acceptance 
amongst the Nazi leaders. “By implication 
they amount to a condemnation of all that. 
Herr Hitler and his entourage believe in, 
nd all that they have done since the Aus- 
trian ansehluss. ‘The only peace for which 
the Reich is fighting is a German peace, in 
which Germany shall dominate Europe and 
keep its nations under a continual threat of 
might. “Deutschland aber alles” is no empty 
expression of sentiment, but a downright 
doctrine towards the achievement of which 
the Reich is seeking to march, just as did the 
Imperial Germany of twenty-five years ago. 
It envisages no peace based upon interna- 
tional justice, or for that matter any other 
form of justice save that of might, and at 
any rate in the sight of the Allies the only 
possible means of ensuring that the Pope's 
peace points should ever become effective is 
fo make sure that those who have proved 
themselves by their actions to be utterly 
‘opposed to them shall be deprived of .the 
opportunity of putting their doctrines into 
effect. Nevertheless, though the Pope's, 
words are at present more likely than not 
{o fall upon stony ground, they are not light~ 
ly to be regarded. Reference to the spiritual 
values which have unfortunately been dis- 
regarded too much of late comes at an op- 
portune time. Despite the crass materialism 
of the present day it is important that the 
existence of such values should be recalled 
to mankind, and the necessity of their again 
being allowed to play their proper part in 
the government of the world. In this cor 

nection it may be pointed out that if this 
present struggle results in nothing better 
than the international immorality which has 
been allowed to make an exuberant growth 
since the last war, if a better concept of the 
relationships of the nations one with the 
other cannot be devised, and the world left | 
to work out its destiny in peace, then it docs | 
not matter which side will have won the, 






































war, for it will have been proved to be 
nothing more than another sheer futility.

FAVOURABLE SITUATION 
Dec. 28. 

‘The claim of British observers, that the 
events of the week immediately “preceding 
Christmas proved that the Allied Navies had 
complete mastery of the seas, and that the 
Royal Navy and Royal Airforce, whit 
acting as separate units, were co-operating 
with the best results, is clearly justified. The 
facts have plainly demonstrated the effective 
ness of the convoy system, while, the recent 
Janding of Canadian contingents in Brit 
fully proves that it is as possible now as it 
‘was in the last war to transport large bodies 
‘of men across the Atlantic without suffering 
casualties. The Germans have made much 
of the claim that they have secured control 
‘over the North Sea basing their contention 
upon the fact that the British Navy is not 
using Scapa Flow as its headquarters, and 
‘that German aircraft have been able to 
make uninterrupted flights over the North 
Sea. It has to be remembered that in the 
early stages of the last war Lord Jellicoe 
made the same decision as has been made 
‘on this occasion, transferring his base to 
Lough Swilly, which, while it meant that 
the fleet was’a long’ way away from the 
normal scene of its operations, did not in 
any way moderate the effectiveness of the 
control which the British Navy exercised. 
‘The recent air-raids over Heligoland have 
demonstrated the use of new tactics in which 
the close co-operation between the air and 
naval forces tends to keep German naval 
‘units bottled up in their naval bases, and it 
is being shown that the German Navy is 
being reduced to a state of idleness quite 
comparuble with that which was imposed 
upon it for the greater portion of the last 
war. Short of actual destruction of the 
‘enemy war vessels their reduction to a state 
‘of inactivity is a signal success, and the 
German claim to control over the North Sea 
is just as absurd as its other claim to con- 
trol the Atlantic. ‘The effectiveness of the 
Allied blockade of Germany is apparent 
practically every day, and while the amounts 
of enemy goods which are seized must 
naturally decrease because they are no 
longer being shipped in similar quantities, 
the fact that this is so is in itself the best 
test of the naval efficiency of the Allies. 

‘There is very little in the German claims 
that because an odd raider managed to get 
through the Allied blockade it is ineffective. 
‘The advent of the aeroplane has considerably 
altered naval tactics, and whereas during 
the last war it was possible to maintain the 
blockade closer to the German coasts, the 
distances which the aeroplane can cover 
make it imperative for the naval forces to 
operate a great distance away from the 
enemy, and consequently along much longer 
Hines. “It is not, therefore, surprising that 
German vessels do occasionally succeed in 
passing through the blockade. Indeed it 
‘would be more surprising if they did not, 
for whatever blame may be laid at the doors 
of various officers of the German Navy it 
cannot be gainsaid that they are both 
courageous, and able enough to take the 
risks which the blockade involves for them. 
On the other hand there has been no lack 
of initiative on the part of British vessels. 
‘The feats of the Ursula and the Salmon are 
in accordance with the highest British tradi- 
tions. The former penetrated the German 
minefields in the North Sea, entered the 
shallow waters of the mouth of the Elbe, 
slipped past a cordon of German destroyers, 
and, risking destruction from the air, tor- 
pedoed, and sank a cruiser of the Kocin 
‘class. ‘The Salmon succeeded in accounting 
for one German cruiser, and damaging an 
other all in circumstances of very con- 
siderable danger, thus doing very great 
damage to the German fleet as a. fighting 
whole, and considerably reducing the 
strength with which Germany embarked 
upon hostilities. It may safely be said that, 
‘making all due allowance for the damage 
inflicted by the’ Germans upon the British 
navy, and that damage is small as compared 
with ‘that which was done in the early weeks 
of the last war, the balance is decidedly in 
favour of the Allied forces. They un- 
doubtedly have contro! of the seas, and are 
exercising it to the fullest advantage, wi 
the German Navy is not even safe behind 
‘own minefields. In addition to that the 
greater proportion of the submarines with 
which Germany entered the war have been 
accounted for, and while she can undoubted- 
ly replace them fairly quickly she has yet 
{o surmount the difficulty of providing fully 
trained submarine crews. 

In the air the British forces have demon- 
strated that they are quite as good, and, in 
all probability, superior to their "German 
opponents. ‘The description of the air battle 
which occurred on December 18 clearly 
demonstrates the excollence of British 
material and men. The British bombers 
carried out their mission over Heligoland 
with the completest success, resisting all 
German attempts to break up their forma- 
tion, and in a heavy action demonstrating 






























complete ability to meet and fight off the 
very energetic attacks which were made by 
the Germans. ‘The question as to who is to 
have control of the air has yet to be decided. 
‘There is at the moment no pressing need 
that this shall be decided immediately, for it 
is quite obvious that with the enormous 
' strides which are being made in the produc- 
tion of British machines, and the develop- 
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ment of new models based upon the ex- 
periences of this present war, the delay is 
more to the advantage of the Allies than it 
is to the Germans. That issue, however, 
will have to be fought out sooner or later, 
and upon it depends much of the future of 
the war. Should the Allies secure that com- 
mand then it may reasonably be expected 
that the blockade of Germany will be drawn 
closer than it is at present, and that the same 
rigid control of the North Sea will be es- 
tablished which marked the conclusion of 
the last war. ‘There Is, then,” every reason 
in the world for looking forward to the 
future with the completest confidencé. It 
would, of course, be foolish to underestimate 
the enemy, but signs are apparent that the 
Allies are ‘laying solid. foundations upon 
Which the fabric of victory will be built, 
and there is every reason for believing ob- 
servers to be correct in their judgment of 
the situatior when they hold that exchanges 
up to the pr...ent have considerably favoured 
the Allied cause, and that the results obtained 
are in every way excellent, and in fact much 
better than could have been anticipated in 
the carly days of the hostilities. 





TOWARDS GREATER UNITY 
Dec. 29. 

‘The rapidity with which Pope Pius XII 
has followed up his momentous speech to the 
College of Cardinals with arrangements to 
pay a visit to the King and Queen of Italy, 
in return for one which the monarchs re- 
cently paid him is likely to prove signifleant, 
for not only is it the first time such a thing 
has occurred since 1870, but it marks an 
emergence from the cloistered reserve of the 
Vatican into the realm of mundane affairs 
in a manner which may have a profound 
effect upon the history of the world, The 
betterment of relations between the Vatican 
and the Quirinal, for which Pope Pius hi 
been largely responsible, the recognition 
the Roman Catholie Church as a sovereign 
state justifies the Pope in taking the action 
he has. He would have been in any event, 
for the dictates of the Divinity of whom he 
is a servant, and the rules of common 
humanity necessitate that a man wielding the 
enormous moral power which he possesses 
should do his utmost to see that righteousness, 
‘shall again prevail over the forces of evil. In 
his speech, in which he condemned aggression 
in terms which permitted of no misunder- 
standing, His Holiness declared himself 
strongly in support of what he conceives to 
be the right, and definitely announced himself 
as opposed to régimes as enthusiastically 
irreligious as they are enemies of the Christian 
Church, He finds in the menace of Bolshe- 
vism, and a National Socialism which is not 
very much different after all, a definite threat 
to the faith which has inspired countless 
generations of humanity, and as Supreme 
Pontiff he would be failing in his duty to his 
Church were he not to make his attitude 
uite plain as perceiving sin and proceeding 
to rebuke it, If that were the important point 
of his speech, his reference to the five peace 
points, revealing a close appreciation of the 
needs of this generation and others to come, 
‘was not less significant, and the fact that he 
has thus come out so boldly must have a 
most encouraging effect upon those who are 
fighting in defence of principles of which he 
cannot help but be in support. It was a 
jmoral gesture of the supremest importance, 
‘tnd one which may have a very profound 
effect upon the future of Europe. 

‘There is anxiety displayed in Spain lest 
developments in Europe shall bring about 
the spread of that Bolshevism which General 
Franco so fiercely fought throughout the 
Civil War. ‘There is in Italy amongst the 
laity just as much opposition to Communism, 
just as much hatred of it as was evidenced 
when Signor Mussolini commenced his march 
‘on Rome, and when Signor Gayda, recognized 
‘as the mouthpiece of II Duce, in the course of 
‘an article in the “Giornale d'Italia,” states 
that “Italian policy is one of independence 
and vigilance, but war and peace find the 
Church of Rome and Italy on identical plat~ 
forms," he is saying something which is 
obviously the truth. It cannot be otherwise, 
unless Signor Mussolini is prepared to per 
form the unthinkable by accompanying the 
Reich to bow in the house of Rimmon, It 
may be truc, as Signor Gayda states, that the 
Pope's visit has “no connection with’ practical 
problems of war or peace,” but that cannot 
always be the case, for with the completion 
of the most cordial relationships between the 
Roman Catholic Church and the Government 
of Italy there is being forged a front against 
a common enemy the strength of which it 
would be highly foolish to understimate, Tt 
has to be remembered that so long as M. 
Stalin was content to rest quietly within the 
borders of Soviet Russia, there was liltle need 
for Christian governments, and churehes to 
coalesce in common defence.

‘Communism represents. In the eireum~ 
stances the ereation of the most cordial under= 
standing between the Vatican, and the Quir- 
inal is one of the most effective answers to 

“the threat of an expansion of the evil doc- 
trines which are wreaking so much havoc 
in Eurcpe at the present time. It is more. 
It is an assurance that the forces of good are 
closing their ranks to present a common 
front ayainst the peril which threatens: it is 
a promise that the normal standards of na~ 
tional, nd international decency shall be re- 
stored to the world, and that all good men and 
true will continue to fight on until that 
happy day is brought about. ‘The alignment 
of the Roman Catholie Church with all the 
democracies of the world in their opposition 
to Cornmunism, for that is what the Pope 
has brought about, adds great strength to the 
democratic cause in a world where spiritual 
values have not yet lost their potency. ‘Thus 
the papal visit may indeed have no connec- 
tion with the practical Issues of peace or 
‘war, but any movement which forges clerical 
and aie Italy into one force in opposition to 
the spread of subversive doctrine cannot 
entirely escape that connection. ‘This epoch 
“marking visit Is consequently of the highest 
signifivance, The old tensions between the 
Church and the State have been destroyed, 
‘and Pope Pius XII is placing the corner stone 
upon an edifice of understanding such as has 
not existed for nearly seventy years past. 
It is most favourable omen and one which 
must give the greatest encouragement to 
those who reyard the possibility of a spread 
of Belshevism with horror and dismay. 














THE PASSING YEAR 
Dec. 30. 


On this the last day of the year on which 
edito:ial opinion is published in this column, 
it Is perhaps just as well to glance back 
‘over the past twelve months to recall much 
that may have a bearing upon the next year. 
It vill be remembered that Herr Hitler 
stated that this would be a year of peace, 
that there would be no war. Possibly he 
really believed what he then said, but if 
thers exist those who thin: that he believed 
nothing of the sort, and that he intended 
the statement solely for the purpose of 
assisting to lull Europe into a false sense of 
security, much of what has happened during 
the past year will justify them. War did 
com:, It came because of Herr Hitler's in 
satiable ambitions, and because he thought 
that, as he had ‘succeeded at Munich the 
previous year, so would he in this again 
commit aggression on weaker states, and be 
allowed to get away with it, Despite all 
warnings over Poland, despite his own ad~ 
mission that he knew’ that the Allies were 
not bluffing, he invoked war by the invasion 
of Poland, ‘and precipitated a struggle the 
end of which is not yet in sight and may 
not be for a very long time to come. Mil- 
ions of men are already standing to arms, 
millions more ave being, or will be trained. 
‘There is the danger that this conflagration 
will spread until other countries which 
would far rather remain at peace will be 
drnwn into the maelstrom of Herr Hitler's 
ercation, Misery, suffering and death are 
being endured by men whose only desire was 
to be left to live their normal lives of peace 
and industry. And the war came with all 
the: usual breaches of the canons of human= 
ity and decency in war, open towns were 
Bombed to the destruction of civilian lives, 
ships ruthlessly sunk carrying on occasion 
to death their’ passengers and crews. War 
Is at all times hideous, but war as conceived 
by Herr Hitler and his accomplices the most 
hideous of all. On balance it has meant 
Mttle but defeat for the ‘Third Reich up to 

















bonds with which she is held, and the know- 
ledge that such an attempt’ must prove a 
costly one in men and material is probably 
the only reason why Herr Hitler has not yet 
overridden the advice of his experts, and 
hanced his fate on one last wild throw. He 
did not believe war would come, and now 
that it has, he finds himself left without 
any real idea of how to surmount the 
iMculties in which he has involved his 
unhappy country. The close of the year 
saw the episode of the sinking of the Ad- 
miral Graf Spee and there is still much 
speculation as to why Herr Hitler gave 
orders that the vessel should be scuttled 
rather than that she should take her last 
fling at the enemy in a forlorn hope which 
might, nevertheless, have enabled her to 
inflict’ more damage on them. The only 
reasonable conclusion which can be drawn 
concerning this strange departure from naval 
tradition is that Herr Hitler feared the effect 
of publication of the large casualty list which 
must inevitably be accompanied such a one- | 
sided struggle, and while he could explain 
away the loss of the vessel the lost of a 
large proportion of its crew might have had 
a very adverse effect upon morale within 
Germany. On land there is at present a 
stalemate. ‘There is no need for the Allies 
to force the issue for time is now, and should 
bbe for a fairly considerable period to come, 
most definitely upon their side, and they can 
afford to wait until the effect of the blockade 
forces Herr Hitler to seek to break the bonds 
which bind him. In the alr the Allies have 
shown themselves just as good, if not better 
than their German foes. As every month 
passes additions to the air forces at a rate 
which Germany cannot hope now to parallel, 
should give them complete superiority in 
numbers as well as personnel, for while 
Germany has reached the peak’ of her pro- 
duction, the Allies have still much in reserve. 

If it ‘was said with truth that the Allies 
entered this present war better fitted for it 
than they were in 1914, it can with equal 
truth be said that taking everything into 
consideration, they are now in a stronger 
position than they were when hostilities: 
broke out. It may be at once admitted that 
some damage has been inflicted upon Allied 
‘and neutral mercantile shipping, but when 
that is compared with what were the U- 
boats’ achievements in 1914-18 during com= 
parable periods, it is clear that the Allies 
have found means of diminishing the effec- 
tiveness of the submarine, and that the 
German under-water campaign is, and has 
been for some time, well in hand. “The news 
that further foodstuffs are to be rationed: in 
Great Britain is no adverse sign. ‘That they 
would have to be was realized long before 
the actual outbreak of the war, and the 
lateness with which this last scheme is being 
‘applied, namely next month, is ample cor 
roboration of the view that this is being 
done rather as a precautionary measure than 
at the dictate of immediate necessity. ‘There 
is, therefore, plenty of reason for saying on 
this the last day but one of the old year, 
that there is every reason for a sturdy con: 
Adence with which to face the future. In- 
deed, it may safely be said, that there is 
ample ground for viewing it with no small 
degree: of optimism. The old year has been 
a bad one, almost a nightmare. It has seen 
a steady deterioration in the international 
code of morality until so far as Germany is 
concerned it is at such a low ebb as to be 
almost invisible. The gloom may have to 
become even darker than it is at present, but 
there is no reason for the Allies to fear the 
ultimate outcome no matter how near or how 
far away it may still be. This is a good 
year to be rid of; it can only be hoped that 
the next will see the end of Europe's troubles. 
in an Allied victory and that a commencement 
shall be made in building up a new order in 
which Germany shall have her proper posi 
tion, and in which she shall be given the 
‘opportunity of redeeming herself from the 
unfortunate state to which the mistaken 
policies of her leaders have reduced her. It 
is with this hope in mind that readers of 
the “North-China Daily News” are wished

Japanese Army forces occupying 
the border of the leased territory of 
Kowloon, near Shumchun, yesterday 
evacuated the district as a gesture 
of triendliness towards Great Britain, 
it was revealed at the Japanese press 
conference yesterday. ‘This action on 
the part of the Japanese Army was 
Jearried out entirely on thelr own 
Initiative the Army spokesman said.

‘The Japanese Conpul-General in 
Canton informed the British Consul-

declared that out of a spirit of friend- 
liness to Britain the Japanese Army 
evacuated Shumchun’ on their own 
initiative. Should the same be again 
used by the Chinese forces or as a 
base of anti-Japanese operations, the

be permitted to become a supply 
route for the Chinese the Japanese

Japanese Raids in 
Ningpo Area 


Ningpo, Dec. 24. 

‘After several months of compara- 
tive peace Ningpo was disturbed 
constantly last’ week by alr-raid 
warnings. ‘Though large bombers, 
however, were seen several times. the 
city escaped any more destruction. 
Not so places In the neighbourhood. 
Shaohing was bombed as also was 
Feng Gyiao. ‘The nearest to Ningpo 
was Kikow, the home’ of Gen. Chiang 
Kal-shek. it is dificult to say what 
was the objective, but it seems true 
That the Generalissimo's house was 
destroyed, and rumour persists in 
Chinese circles that among the killed 
was the Generalissimo's first wife. 
(ater reports in Shanghai have not 
confirmed these rumours. Ed.) A 
nephew ot Gen. Chiang was among 
the injured, and received: treatment 
‘at a hospital In Ningpo. The full ex- 
tent of the damage is not known tothe 
writer, as reports differ, but it seems 
certain that’ about 20 bombs were 





dropped. 

‘This renewed aerial activity caused 
the population of Ningpo to dwindle, 
the ‘people preferring the difficulties 
of living in the country to the danger 
of alr-ralds. These evacuations 
always have an effect on the cost of 
living. This has however been 
gredually rising. Rice is now selling 
about $25 per zh while firewood, 
kerosene and everything connected 
with preparing food have gone up 
proportionatel ‘can. be no. 
doubt that in a good many commodi- 
Yes the merchants are manipulating 
markets to obtain high prices. This 
‘causes the poorest people to suffer 
‘most. Consequently, there is a tre- 
‘mendous amount of absolute poverty 
‘and even destitution. 


Civilian Relief 

‘The International Committee for 
Civilian Relief has now taken over 
caring for the destitute in the city 
id to some extent in the country 
fe. The area it attempts to cover 
is very great, stretching from Pah- 
kewun to Shihpu. Earlier in the year 
300 bags of American split wheat was 
distributed in the eity, and now there 
fs a rice kitchen giving 3,000 free 
meals each day. In this, the committee 
is working through the Red Swastika 
Society. In the Settlement and the 
East Bank area, where there was no 
such organization to prepare rice, 
weekly distributions of uncooked rice 
fare being made. Another way in 
‘whieh the International Committee has 
‘been working has been in operating 
special schools for poor children. At 
these the children have received food 
‘well as instruction. The appre- 
lation of the City authorities has 
been expressed for these public 
services. 

‘The means to undertake this work 
thas largely come from the American 
‘Advisory "Committee, from | whom 
‘about $80,000 has been received. The 
educational work has been done 
mainly on money from the National 
Christian Council. Now that the 
funds from America are being largely 
diverted to Europe. the situation is 
very grave. The Committee here, 
however, is trying {0 interest in and 
solicit subscriptions from the local 
‘business community. 

‘Thanks to the generosity of the 
Ho Fong Cotton Mill, in giving yarn 
‘and cotton, a good number of padded 
garments and quilts have been made 
‘ond distributed. ‘These are greatly 
appreciated. 


‘Much Malaria In Ningpo 
‘Malaria has assumed almost epidemic 
proportions in Ningpo this year, and 
great service, (also sponsored by 
the International Committee for 
Civilian Relief), has been the tree 
treatment for this and other diseases 
given to the poor by the Hwa 
Mel Hospital and other hospitals, 
Unfortunately medicine has been 
very scarce and dificult to obtain. 
‘Ningpo depends on its communica 
tions with Shanghal very largely, and 
during the last six months these have 
not been of the best. Boats from 
‘Shanghal have only come as far as 
Chinhai. ‘There passengers have 
‘been discharged and then the boat 



































thas had to await its turn to unload, 
‘This has meant that in most cases, 
goods from Shanghal have-taken as 
Much as a month to get to Ningpo.

Manchoukuo Tightens 
Company Rules 


Changchun, Dec. 26, 

Revised regulations governing the 
[control of companies and corporations 
fn Manchoukuo were expected today 
to be put in effect on January 1.

1, Sanction of the Ministry of 
eonomics of the Manchoukuo Gov- 
ernment will be required to float 
Joans of more than ¥.100,000 or on

‘This is one-fth of the 
present amount, 

2. Capitals of companius corpora 
tions, oF private firms amounting to 
‘more than ¥-50,000 also must be au~ 
‘thorized by the Ministry of Econo- 
mics. ‘The present amount is ¥.100~- 


3. A company with a capital of 
more than ¥.200,000 must obtain per~ 
‘mission from the Ministry when pay 
{ing dividends of more than 8 per cent. 
2 year. 

Under the regulations, » permit will 
not be necessary when'loans are de- 
ferred. When the payment of divid- 
ends is deferred, the company may 
pay up to one per cent. above the 8 
per cent, rate at a later date without 
obtaining authorization, 

“Anoher law was expected to be on 
forced soon covering special com= 
panies and semi-special rms. 

Regulations to be put into effect on 
January 1 are similar to the law of 
Tund adjustments in Japan—Domel.

‘Six shots were fired by an un- 
mown number of assailants at point- 
blank range outside the Welton 
Cabaret, 1127, Yu Yuen Road shortly 
‘before 4 am! on Christmas Day and 
two Wang Ching-wel supporters fell 
to the ground mortally injured. All 
‘efforts on the part of doctors to save 
the lives of the two men, one of 
whom was stated to have been an 
ofcer of Mr. Wang  Ching-wei's 
‘armed guard, proved fruitless. 

‘Soon after’ the shooting-aftray, a 
“North-China Daily News” reporier:

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IN THE RUSSIAN COLONY

‘Shanghal, Dec. 30. 

‘Today, when the USSR. is ex- 
cluded from the League of Nations| 
‘nd the Sovict press is indulging in 
Ditter attacks against the Geneva 
body, it would be interesting _to| 
recall how 190 years ago Russia made 
{he first attempt to found a League 
of Nations. ‘This fact is unknown not 
‘only to the majority of foreigners 
but’ also to. many Russians. In~ 
eldentally, the story of the effort 
‘of Emperor Alexander I to found 0 
League of Nations in the beginning 
‘of the i9th century. refutes once 
‘again accusations, cited in these 
columns ost week, that Russia has 
‘always been allied with Germany 
‘against England and France. 

‘On Mareh 11, 1801 Emperor Paul 
1 was assassinated, and plans for a 
Russian march on ‘India were im- 
mediately stopped. In Europe the 
poet of Amiens was disearded—by 
England, as it was thought in 
France, ‘or by France, as it was 
thought in England.’ In Boulogne 
Napoleon massed his forces to cross 
‘the Channel. Emperor Alexander T 
‘made an observation which present- 
day Russian diplomats | might well 
keep in mind: that “Russia and 
England "are the only Europea! 
powers with no common interests.” 
‘True, subsequent historians said that 
Emperor Paul's plan for a march on 
India were shelved because, Russian 
landowners, to whom the late Em 
peror turned a deaf ear, managed to 
Convince his son that ‘Russia needs 
to develop the export of raw 
‘materials, especially wheat, which 
‘were eagerly bought by ‘England. 
At any rate, England at that time: 
‘was already’ in a state of war with, 
France, And so. an _ audacious. 
‘thought was born in St. Petersburg: 
‘would it be possible, in spite of al 
Aimmculties, to bring’ England —and| 
France together and form a League 
of Nations ? 


A Young Diplomat 


‘The Emperor's Privy Council de- 
cided to send a young diplomat, 
Novosilsem, to broach the question 
with London, and on September 23, 
1004, he left’ the country. Emperor 
‘Alexander's private letter read: "Why 
{is it not possible to #0 arrange inter~ 
national Taw that wars would be im- 
possible until every means of settling 
{quarrels by negotiation are exhausted? 
‘On such a basis we should be able 
to” reach general appeasement in 
Europe and form a League on a new| 
code. of international law, whieh 
would have the support "of the, 
majority of governments in Europe 
‘nd which — would automatically 
Become law for every government, 
ag any wishing to break it, would 
have to Feeken with the strength 
of the new League.” 

In this and in other extracts, this 
letter reads very much like one of 
the latest speeches by Lord Halifox. 
Count S, R. Voronsteft, the Russian 
ambassador in London,” was shocked. 
when Novosiltseff told him the pur- 
pose of his journey. "League of 
Nations? What League of Nations? 
‘The Hea would only enrage the 
English!" As regards Mr. Pitt, the| 
English Prime. Minister, he " had 
firmly resolved to bring’ the war 
with France to a victorious con- 
clusion, Any other resolve at that 
time war impossible, since Napoleon 
had already mossed'an army’ that 
‘was huge, according to standards of 
those times, and London believed 
that to cross the Channel would be, 
while very. dimeult, not at ali 
impossible.” The business of the day, 
‘then, was to quickly form a Euro: 
pean coalition in order to draw away 
Napoleon's forces, In this matter 
Pitt pinned his highest hopes on 
Russia, He even prepared to divide 
with "her predominating world 
influence. ‘There was even talk of 
the division of Turkey and the 
Proclamation of Alexander as the 
“Emperor of all the Slavs." Con- 
versations on the spreading of 
Russian influence into the Balkans 
were carried out in the Privy Coun. 
cil, but the Russian Emperor's 
advisers opined that the idea of a 
League of Nations did not necessarily, 
exclude a Pan-Slavonic Kingdom. 


A Pationt Ear 


itt gave patient ear to Novosiltseft. 
but at once got down to practical 
realities: (0 fight Napoleon Russian 
help alone would be insuMeient; it 
‘would thus be necessary to effect an 
alliance with Austria and Prussia. 
Consequently, it would have to be 
decided what bait could be dropped 
thelr way, or, as Novosiltselt wrote 
to the Emperor in French, “les 
appats qui pourraient tes tenter.” 
The idea of a League of Nations 
seemed to Pitt “the music of the 
future." “He must have listened to 
Novosiltsett very much like Cle- 
menceau listened to Woodrow Wil- 
son in Versailles. Pitt, however, 
spoke to every man ina manner 
most opportune under the circum 
stances, and thus declared himself to 
be “in'favour of this excellent idea 
with his whole soul.” ‘True, he 












































voiced his doubt whether any great 
power would agree to adopt the 
compulsory role of negotiator in 
major international quarrels. At 
any rate, he sald, all this was a 
question ‘of the future; the question 
of Turing Austria and Prussia on to. 
England's side would have to be! 
solved right away. 

It proved to be very dificult to| 
pin down the two enigmas: does! 
Russia, after all, want to claim Cé 
stantinople, and if the powers should 
go ahead and realize the idea of 2 
League of Nations, whose patrons, 
in principle, the ‘Russian Emperor 
and the English Prime Minister, 
declared themselves to. be, how 
could Napoleon be included in such 
a Leagus? Space would not allow us| 
to give a detailed description of 
Novosiltseff's journey, ‘but in Russia 
twas deemed a. failure, ‘and. by 
1605 everyone seemed to have for- 
gotten this brief attempt to found an 
international body of a sort that 
‘Woodrow Wilson succeeded in cre- 
ating 114 years later. 

Lawyer's Registration 

In connection with the registra- 
tion of practising lawyers under- 
taken by French Concession authori- 
les, the question has arisen whether 
Russian and Chinese barristers-at- 
law who graduated from the Law| 
Faculty in Harbin have the privitere 
to call themselves. barristers-at-law. 
‘The Law Faculty in question was 
founded in 1920 by Russian professors 
who were driven out of Russia by’ 
the Revolution and the Civil War. 
A former Honorary ‘Secretary and 
Lector at the Faculty, Mr. 5. F, 
Kichin, who was once’ President of 
the High Court of Viadivostok, and 
who Is at present in Shanghal, point- 
ed out that the institution in ques 
tion was a branch of the Govern 
mental Far Eastern University, and 
that when this connection” was| 
disfupled by the Revolution, it was 
placed under the Academic Centre 
in Prague. ‘The latter Centre 
cluded the best Russian scholars and 
scientists in emigration and strictly 
followed the programme of education 
in Russian Imperial universities. 
Later the Chinese authorities made 
the Harbin Faculty a Government 
College. ‘These explanations proved 











satisfactory to local French authori 
ties.

A New Tax: 


Suggestion to Ratepayers 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonmi-Ciwa Dany News 

Sm—As we have learned {rom 
rumours lately, the inerease of, 
‘Municipal expenses will force the 
SALC. to raise the tax for all house 
property in the Settlement. Allow 
me to make a new suggestion about 
this matter which may be profitable 
for. the community. 

It is well known that the streets 
‘of our city are too narrow. One of 
the reasons is that many landlords 
whose buildings are standing out of 
the strect line hesitate to have them 
pulled down, because in this case 
that portion’ of the ground which 
projects from the street line would 
hhave to be ceded to the SIC, 

‘These houses built in the old style 
have mostly not more than one oF 
two Moors, and yield therefore little 
tax only, whilst” the new houses— 
built in’ compliance with the needs 
of modern life—have generally six 
to ten floors and pay more tax, 
according to the large number of 
tenants on their numerous floors. 

T think it would be only just to 
‘make up for this diserepancy by sub- 
Jecting the tax for the houses pro- 
Jecting from. the street line to a 
[slight increase of 1 per cent. quar 
terly only. ‘This ‘tax growing: 
heavier in the course of time would 
induce the tenants {0 remove to 
modern places, and would so incite 
the landlords to replace their build- 
ings by nev ones, because they 
would have to face’ the prospect of 
being deprived some day of the 
benefit of small taxes. T am sure 
that this means would bring more 
taxes to the SEC. and force the 
Iandlords to undertake a thorough 
rebuilding of those parts of our city 
which today are an unpleasant and 
often dangerous impediment for

Shanghai, Dee, 20, 
Short weight in rice through the 
use of hollow weights has resulted 
in Hong Fu-kong, “manager of the

vard de Montigny being arrested by 
the French police and brought before 
the Second Special District Court. 
Judgment will be given today. ‘The 
‘accused was granted $500 ball. 

Hong tried to shift the responsibil- 
lity, for the crime, explaining to the 
judge that the weight hollowed out 
a Uttle at its bottom was wrongly 
used by one of his assistants. He 
said that it had been discarded for 
2 long time but Judge Chiu strongly 
criticized him “against neglecting 
commercial morality at a time when 
rice is highly priced. 

Hong was arrested early in the 
week after Ling Tzo-yung had bought 
five “sheng” of a half picul of rice 
from his shop. After reaching home, 
Ling weighed it again and found out 
that the rice he bought weighed less 
bby five eatties. He went to the rice 
shop again and disputed with the 
manager. Being an alert mon ond 
perfectly sure that there was nothing 
wrong with his own scale at home, 
he discovered that the weight used 
bby the shop was hollow at the bot- 
tom. He immediately informed the 
police and had Hong arrested, 

‘Some time ago, a rice shop assistant 
Jn the French Concession was fined 
‘$800 ‘by the same court because he 
placed paper at the bottom of a 














Chinese measurement called “dou” in 
order to reduce the quantity of 
the rice he was selling. 

‘The three rice merchants in the 
Settlement who. were detained and 
Questioned by the Settlement police 
on Tuesday because it was alleged 
that they were selling their rice at 
price higher than the one fixed by 
the Shanghai Rice Market may also 
be publicly prosecuted in the Firat 
Special District Court.

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FIRST WAR MONTHS 


By Winstow Cuunen 


It is quite plain. that the power of the 
British Empire and the French Republic to 
restore and. revive the life of the Polish, 
Czech and Slovake peoples, as well as to do 
a few other things which I will_mention 
Tater, has been growing every day. Peace- 
ful. parliamentary countries, which aim at 
freedom for the individual’ and abundance 
for the mass, start with a heavy handicap 
against « dictatorship whose sole theme has 
been wat, the preparation for war, and the 
grinding up of everything and everybody 
into its military machine, In our island 
particularly we are very easygoing in time 
‘of peace. We should like to share the bless- 
Ings of peace with every nation ; and to go 
on enjoying them eurselves. Tt is only after 
many vain attempts to remain at peace that 
‘we have been at last forced to go to war. 
We tried again and again to prevent this 
war, and for the sake of peace we put up 
with a lot of things happening which ought 
not to have happened, But now Wwe are at 
war, and we are going to make war, and 
persevere in making war, until the other side 
have had enough of it. We are going to 
persevere as. far as we can to the “best of 
ur ability, which is not small and always 
growing. 

‘You know I have not always agreed 
with Mr. Chamberlain ; though we have al- 
ways been personal friends; but he Is a 
man of very’ tough fibre, and'T can tell you 
that he is going to fight a5 obstinately for 
Victory as he did for peace. You may take 
itabsolutely for certain that either all that 
Britain and France stand for in the modern 
world will go down, or that Hitler, the Nazi 
régime and the recurring German’ or Prus- 
sian menace to Europe will be broken and 
destroyed. ‘That is the way the matter lies 
and everybody had better make up their 
minds to that solid, somebre fact. 


Nowadays we are assailed by a chorus of 
horrid threats. The Nazi Government exudes 
‘through every neutral State inside informa~ 
tion of the frightful vengeance they are 
going to wreak upon us, and they also baw! 
it round the world by ‘their leather-lunged 
propaganda machine. If words could kill, 
we should be dead already. But we are not 
disturbed by these blood-curdling . threats. 
Indeed we take them as a sign of weakness 
in our foes. We do not make threats in 
time of war. If at any time we should have 
some ideas of an offensive character, we 
should not talk about them ; we should try 
to soe how they worked out in acion. 

‘We do not at all underrate the power of 
our enemies. We are prepared to endure 
wibulation, But we made up our minds 
about all this and everything that has hap~ 
pened since has made us feel that we were 
right then and ave ‘still right now. No one 
in the British Islands supposed this was 
going to be a short or easy war. Nothing 
has ever impressed me so much as the calm, 
steady, business-like resolution with which 
the masses of our wage-earning folk and 
ordinary people in our great cities faced what 
they imagined would be a fearful storm 
about to fall on them and their families at 
the very first moment. ‘They all prepared 
themselves to have the worst happen to them 
fat once, and they braced themselves for the 
ordeal.’ They did not see what clse there 
was to do, 

‘Our Navy is stronger. Our anti-U-boat 
forces are three times as numerous. Our 
Air Force is much stronger. Our Army is 
wowing in numbers and Improving in train= 
ing every day. Our Air Raid Precautions 
are very different from what they were at 
the outbreak of war. ‘The attack of the U- 
boats has been controlled and they have paid 
‘a heavy toll. Nearly all the German ocean- 
woing ships ‘are in hiding and rusting in 
neutral harbours, while our world-wide trade 
steadily proceeds in 4,000 vessels, of which 
2,800 are constantly at sea. ‘The superior 
quality of our Air Foree has been proved 
both in pilots and machines over the enemy. 
‘Our aireraft shot down fifteen German over- 
sea raiders without losing one machine in 
the combats. Now the mists and storms of 
winter wrap our islands and made continu- 
ous bombing attack of military objectives far 
‘more difficult. We have a marked advantage 
in the higher range of science applied to 
‘war, and this is improving with every week 











1 do not doubt myself that time is on our 
side, I go so far as to say that if we come 
through the winter without any large oF 
important event occurring we shall in fact 
have gained the first campaign of the war: 
and we shall be able to set about our task 
in the spring far stronger, better organized 
and better armed than ever before. Let us 
therefore bear discomfort and many minor— 
and even perhaps needless—vexations with 
comprehending patience, because we are all 
the time moving forward towards greater 
war strength, and because Germany is all 
the time, under the grip of our economic 
‘warfare, falling back in oil and other essen- 
tial war supplies. 





A long succession of important events has 
moved in our favour since the beginning of 
the war. Italy, which we had feared would 
be drawn from her historic partnership with 
Britain and France in the Mediterrancan—a 
Dartnership which will become increasingly 
fruitful—has adopted a wise policy of peace. 
No quarrel has developed between us and 
Japan. ‘These two great Powers, whieh had 
Joined Nazi Germany in the Anti-Comintern 
Pact, find it difficult to accommodate them- 
‘selves to the change of front towards Bol- 
shevism which Herr Hitler and his bad ad- 
viser, Herr von Ribbentrop have perpetrated. 
‘The ieft paw of the Bear bars Germany from 
the Black Sea; the right paw disputes with 
her the control of the Baltic. Whatever 
history may record about these events, the 
fact which we have to reckon with is’ per~ 
fectly plain. Nazi Germany is barred off 
and has to conquer the British Empire and 
the French Republic or perish in the attempt, 

T shall not attempt to prophesy whether 
frenzy will drive Herr Hitler into the worst 
of crimes; but this I will say without a 
doubt, that the fate of Holland and Bel- 
gium, like that of Poland, Czechoslovakia 
‘and Austria, will be decided by the victory 
of the British Empire and the French Re- 
Public. If we are conquered, all will be 
enslaved, and the United States will be left. 
single-handed to guard the rights of man. 
{we are not destroyed, all these countries 
will be rescued and restored to life and 
freedom. 

I_am in the singular position of having 
lived through the early, months of the last 
German war upon Europe in the same posi- 
tion, in charge of the British Admiralty, as 
am now. Tam therefore very careful ‘not 
to say anything of an overconfident or un- 
duly sanguine nature. I am sure we have 
very rough weather ahead ; but I have this 
feeling, that the Germany which assaults us 
all today is a far less strongly-built and 
solidly-founded organism than that _ which 
the Allies and the United States forced to 
beg for armistice 21 years ago. Nazi Ger~ 
many cannot find one single friendly eye in 
the whole circumference of the globe. Not 
fone! Russia returns them a flinty stare ; 
Maly averts her gaze; Japan is puzzled and 
thinks herself betrayed. Turkey and the 
whole of Islam have ranged themselves in- 
stinetively but decisively on the side of pro- 
gress. ‘The hundreds of millions of people in 
India and in China, whatever their other 
feelings, would regard with undisguised 
dread a Nazi triumph, well knowing what 
their fate would soon be. ‘The great English- 
speaking Republic across the Atlantic Ocean 
makes no secret of its sympathies or of its 
relf-questionings, and translates these senti- 
ments into action of a character which any- 
fone may judge for himself. The whole 
world is against Hitler and Hitlerism. Even 
in Germany itself there are millions who 
stand aloof from the Nazi party machine. 
Let them take courage amid perplexities 
‘and perils, for it may well be that the final 
‘extinction of a domination will pave the way 
to a broader solidarity of all the men in all 
the lands than we could ever have planned, 
4 we had not “marched together through

Declaring that he envisaged with 
horror the consequences of war, the 
Pope says: “Those responsible for 
the destiny of peoples should be sole 
{fo define at the opportune moment the 
fundamental points of a just and 
honourable peace and not refuse a 
priore, to negotiate it the occasion 
arises.” 

Five Points 

‘The Pope gives fve points as the 

foundations for a just international 


peace: 
First, an assurance of the independ 
cence of all nation, 
‘Second, an end to the armaments 


race: 

‘Third, juridical institutions must 
‘guarantee the loyal and lawful ap- 
plication of the agreement, snd ar-

Rationed

Food rationing in Britain, which so 
far has only applied to Butter and 
bacon—schemes for which come into

Over 100,000 Feared Killed 


Erzinean Province Chiefly Ravaged ; Survivors 


Face Bitter Winter ; 


Communications Disrupted 
Istanbul, Dec, 29, 


EPORTS today from Erzincan Province, the centre of the 
‘Turkish carthquake area, indicated that a possible 100,000 


persons were killed by the quake. 


‘These late reports, however, | 


have not yet been officially checked. 
In Erzincan province alone, it was reported that officials feared 
the casualties might be 60 per cent. of the total suffered during. 
the carthquake, the worst in the history of Turkey. Complete 
estimates of the dead and wounded in cities of populations of over 
10,000 have not yet arrived. Of the population of 60,000 in Erzin- 
can city, mote than 30,000 were believed to be dead and wounded 
since the city was razed, being in the centre of the earthquake. 
Cities hit by the terrific shocks stretch from the Black Sea 
far inland, Devastation was spread over an area of 25,000 square 


miles. 3? 

Preliminary reports say that the 
towns reported to have suffered worst 
fare Sivas with "70,000 casualties: 
Erzinean 60,000; Kemah, 20,000 and 
Plumer, 1800. Dead were littered on 
streets of the affected towns and 
thousands of homeless refugees sought 
shelter from the intense cold and 
driving snow.

The majority of the in- 
habitants were either killed oF 
wounded in their beds. 

In the small town of Zaba, a thou- 
sand houses were destroyed, while 
fifteen hundred inbabitants were 
kelled. 

‘Some of the most important his- 
torical “monuments have been 
wrecked, as for instance, the famous 
old mosque of Bayazet. 

‘The Turkish Government has taken 
Immediate steps to help the victims. 
‘A national committee has been or-
